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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has incorporated new claim 21 
pertaining to elastomeric quality. The elastomeric quality being referenced has been addressed in the final rejection of paper number 
30.Melocco clearly shows elastomeric material being used as described in column 2, lines 6-10. Applicant contends that Melocco teaches 
away from eastomeric material by stating that a bush with homogeneous rubber would result in increase of the weight and dimensions. 
Melocco merely discusses various types of elastic material that can be used and stating a preferred material does not teach away from th 
material being elastic. Applicant contends that Wedell does not teach thickened ends; however, column 3, lines 45-55 clearly states, "two 
end projections having a larger material thickness than the thickness of the wave formed spring parts". Applicant finally contends that 
Wedell is not elastomeric; however, examiner has relied upon Melocco to show an elastomeric quality. Wedell is relied upon to show 
common spring shapes and thicknesses . 
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
